Others of the Mississippi delegation 
talked in the same vein, and resolutions 
were finally introduced and adopted to the 
effect that Tue colored people cultivated 
friendly relations with those among whom 
they live.” 

President Love made a speech, retellin 
the story of the assault upon himself. an 
said the passage of the resolutions would 
make it appear that there had been no out- 
rages, and tbat he had made a false state- 
ment. 

This caused much excitement, and the 
vote was reconsidered and the resolutions 
tabled. The members of the Mississippi 
delegation insisted, however, upon their 
names going on record as being opposed to 
violence, and this was allowed. 


THE GREAT STORM. 


Its Fury Spent — Several More 
Wrecks Reported. 

New York, Sept. 14.—[By the Associated 
Presse.] The storm at last has blown over 
and the sun is shining.

He said that he had been informed by 
Sarge Russell that no report had been 
made to the commanding officer of any 
negiect, and if there was any 
the men should have fur- 
nished the information. In the per- 
formance of the triple duties of Com- 
mander, Adjutant of the Post and 
Quartermaster, Col. Treichel could not 
be expected to attend to the minutia 
of affairs. He appointed a committee 
of three men,and if these men did 
not report any complaints why 
should the Colonel be attacked? As 
to the charges of refusing the men 
Christian burial, Col. Dunkelberger 
stated that he was informed that not a 
man had been buried at the post with- 
out a minister being present to perform 
the last sad rites. The soldiers almost 
to a man stated that they had been 
treated kindly, and their esteem for 
the Colonel appeared to be unanimous. 
On several occasions Col. Treichel’s 
sister had sat by the bedside of a sick 
negro, and had written letters for him, 
such conduct not looking mucli like 
the alleged brutality toward the in- 
mates. As to the flagstaff, which had 
been blown down, Col. Dunkelberger 
stated that the new 2 which had 
cost $400, was already at San Pedro 
harbor on its way here.

I think we should g 
a better quality of meat under cof- 
I get $25 a month as Commis- 
sary. My immediate officer is the 
treasurer, Maj. Urdman. The Gov- 
ernor appoints the three sergeants. 
They will not remain there during the 
afternoon to see the meat come in. 
The meat today was an average meat, 
and was not ordered especially for the 
occasion. It was ordered last week, 
just the same, for on Saturdays I issue 
the orders for the week. It isan 
abominable lie to say that we had an 
extra pound, ounce or quarter today; 
it was ordered, as I said before, last 
Friday. Ihave not theright to change 
the bill of fare. It calls for fruits, and 
the men have peaches, apricots, prunes, 
apples, melons an canteloupes 
throughout the season.“ 

Louis Edelman, the cook, was the 
next examined. He said: “1 came 
here from Yountville, where I was as- 
sistant cook. We lived better 
there than here. I do not think we 
have enough meat, but I cannot say 
that the quality is ever bad. I carve 
the meat. We get the whole quarter- 
shoulder; the porterhouse is gone. We 
do not get the loins. I do not think 
that any of the men go away hungry, 
for there are so many dishes for them 
to select from. The coffee is good 
enough all the time. The reason it is 
sometimes cold when the men drink it, 
is because it is all poured out at once, 
and if they do not come right in it 
cools off. Gov. Treichel inspects the 
kitchen every Sunday, and has been 
there two or three times in addition. 
The Commissary Sergeant was away 
two days this week, but while he was 
his assistant attended to his duties.“

This committee would «respectfully re- 
port that they have performed the duties as- 
signed it, so far as possible, in the time al- 
lotted, and now submit the following: 


the committee by a personal inspection of 
the quarters, and food, and an examination 
of numerous subordinate officers and com- 
rades of the home, and an interview with 
the Governor thereof, justifies the report of 
this committee as follows: 
First—The meat furnished is not such as 
2 — by the contract.

Third—We are of the opinion that the

ourth—Civilians in many instances are 
employed where inmates could be em- 
plore. at less expense. 
ifth—Civilians and soldiers employed, 

as well as the subordinate officers, are sup- 
plied with better and greater variety of 
food than the inmates not employed. 

Sixth—The present condition of affairs 
at the home in our opinion, due to 
the fact that the Governor neglects to 
give personal attention to the inspec- 
tion of the supplies and general con- 
dition of the home, nor does he require

umns, only confirms what was more 
than suspected when these charges 
first appeared, namely, that the more 
grave of the allegations are without 
foundation in fact, and all of them, 
without exception, are exaggerated, 
and were published with shameful bias 
and evident malice. 

The actual facts developed in yes- 
terday’s investigation by our reporters 
—who were instructed to get at the 
truth and to avoid-falsehood—may be 
summed up briefly as follows, after 
separating the chaff of falsehood from 
the clean grain of truth: 

(I.) Most of the Tribune’s charges, 
and many of the statements purport- 
ing to be from inmates of the home, 
are shown to be gross exaggerations. 
(2.) In some cases the alleged signers 
of damaging statements published by 
the too eager Tribune’ utterly repudi- 
ate them, denouncing the allegations 
put into their mouths .as forgeries—as 
lies. 

(3.) The bill of fare, about which so 
much clamor has been made, is found 
to be abundant and generally good, 
barring the beef, which does not ap- 
pear to be first-class. Only once, how- 
ever, was the beef found bad. and then 
Gov. Treichel ordered it returned to 
the contractor, after which there was 
no recurrence of this evil. No com- 
plaint is made of the salt meats. 
Fruits and butter of the first quality 
are furnished in fair quantity, and the 
coffee is palatable. The bread, pota- 
toes and other vegetables are good. 
One witness, who had been an inmate 
of the Leavenworth Home, testified 
that the rations furnished were in ex- 
cess of the quantity supplied at other 
homes. No veteran goes hungry at the 
home. 

(4.) Dead soldiers. are not buried 
like hogs,“ but are given honorable 
sepulture in respectable coffins, and in 
a chosen cemetery. Their funerals 
have been attended by the Governor 
and other officers of the home, anda 
minister of the denomination to which 
the soldier belonged has officiated in 
every case. 

(5.) The Governor has not been found 
guilty of cursing' the Grand Army, 
nor of interfering with the wearing of 
Grand Army badges, nor of any like 
charges. He is a member of the Grand 
Army himself, and of the Loyal Legion 
likewise. 

(6.) The Tribune's favorite fake 
about the flag is a barren ideality.”

He 
made his testsin about the yp 
of 38 pounds of resin to eight pounds 
of caustic soda, with water to make 100 
gallons. The total cost is but 80 cents 
per 100 gallons of diluted wash. An 
orange tree 16 feet tall by 14 feet in di- 
ameter will require four gallons of the 
wash.

The 
citizens and farmers are enthusiastic, 
and the latter will set aside a certain 
amount of acreage for the purpose of 
beet-growing. The great necessities 
for the success of a factory are water, 
lime, oil and a soil capable of produc- 
ing a beet with a sufficient percentage 
of sugar. These requisites Orange 
county has, so nothing remains but to 
commence operations. 

Second to the sugar industry is the 
establishment of afoundry. The lack 
of such an industry is made 2 
daily. To get anything in that line 
necessitates sending to Los Angeles or 
San Francisco, and the expense of 
hauling adds greatly to the cost of 
the work. It is estimated that $40,000 
have been spent during the last year 
in foundry alone. Only the other day 
the horse-car company had four of 
the car wheels ground down, and the 
expense was some $50, which might 
have been kept at home. There are 
many who would take stock in a com- 
pany of this kind, if some go-ahead 
man understanding that business will 
take the leud.

OF THIS DATE.

The Fall of Harpers Ferry—Hoche, 
the French General—A Red-let- 
ter Day in History—Early Bal. 
looning. 


While Lee was in Maryland in Sep- 
tember, 1862, Harper’s Ferry, witha 
large quantity of military stores, was 
held by a Federal detachment under 
Col. D. H. Miles. Gen. Halleck had 
ordered McClellan to send bim assist- 
ance, but the latter had failed to do 
so, and merely sent orders to Miles to 
hold out. Meanwhile, Stonewall Jack- 
son, by arapid movement on Septem- 
ber 13th, crossed the Potomac and 
struck the rear of Harper’s Ferry. 
The Confederates also occupied Loudon 
Heights and Maryland Heights, which 
commanded Harper's Ferry. The 
place was invested on the 14th. Miles 
paid no attention to his orders to hold 
out and made no effort at defense. 


‘| When, on the 15th, nine Confederate 


batteries opened on the garrison he 
displayed a white flag. Before itcould 
be seen, however, by the Confederates 
Miles was killed by a shot. The place 
then surrendered with 73 cannons, 
18,000 stand of small arms, 200 wagons, 
and a large quantity of tents and cam 
equipage. iles was suspected o 
being a Confederate sympathizer, an 
this was supposed to be the cause o 
his want of energy at Harper’s Ferry. 
HOCHE. 

A famous general, who gained dis- 
tinction in the early period of the 
French Revolution, was Lazare Hoche, 
who was born at Paris in 1768, and en- 
tered the army at the age of 16. He 
favored the Revolution, and was made 
a lieutenant in 1792, and gained a dis- 
tinction in several battles. He was 
rapidly promoted, and at the age of 24 
was given the command of the army a 
the Moselle. After defeating Wurmser, 
and driving bim out of Alsace in 1793, 
he was arrested by the Jacobins and 
imprisoned in —— but after the 
death of Robespierre was liberated 
and restored to his command. He put 
down the insurrection in La Vendee, 
and gained several victories over the 
Austrians. While Bonaparte was con- 
cluding the honorable peace of 1797, 
Hoche died September 15th of the same 
rest at the age of 30, worn out before 

is time by excess: of fatigue and 

leasures. It was rumored that he 
ad been poisoned, but this report was 
never verified. 

ONE OF THE RED-LETTER DAYS 
in the history of railroads, a day that 
stamped the railway system as a tri- 
umphant success, was marked by a

EARLY 

The year 1784 is an eventful one in 
the history of ballooning. It was then 
that so many ascents were made in 
France, and it was on the 15th of Sep- 
tember of this year that the first sur- 
cessful ascent was made in Great Brit- 
ain by Lunardi. The aeronaut had 
some difficulty in gettin 1 my for 
making his ascent, but finally did so 
from the grounds of the London Ar- 
tillery When the eventful 
day arrived Moorfields, an open space, 
had never seen so large a crowd. As 
the hours wore away, silent expecta- 
tion was followed by impatient clamor, 
followed by great shouts of — 1 
asthe balloon rose majestic into 
the air. Lunardi himself said: The 
effect was that of a miracle on the 
multitude, which passed from incredul- 
ity and menace to the wildest appro 
bation and joy.“ When the adven- 
turer again came to hand in Hertford- 
shire he found himself the hero of the 
day. He was presented at court, and 
at once became the fashion. Wigs 
coats, hats and bonnets were nam 
after. him, and a very popular bow of 
bright, scarlet ribbons, which had 
been called Gibraltar trom the heroic 
defense of that fortress, was now 
termed the Lunardi. By exhibiting 
his balloon at the Pantheon he gained 
a large sum of money, and the popular 
app! aye might readily have turned 
the head of a less vain person than the 
impulsive Lalian.

GAMBLERS, CIGARETTE-8SMOK- 
ERS AND WAITERS 


In Gotham—Points About Them— 
The Waning Summer — The 
Search for Flats and Winter 
Rooms Will Soon Begin Again. 


New York, Sept. 4.— [Special Cor-

tire chapter might be written upon the 
mashers of New York. who are al- 
most as dering as those of London and 
Paris. Toa student of human nature, 
the insinuating. ways and ingenious 
dvices to which the professional masher 
resorte is at the same time amusing and 
disgusting. The desire of a young 
man to flirt with a pretty girl is in 
many cases almost pardonable, bat it 
is the venerable masher with red 
face, bald head and a pious, Sunday- 
schoel demeanor and a paternal man- 
ner, who is by far the most dangerous 
and reprehensible of his class.

There are two vices which are in- 
creasing to an enormous extent among 
the women of upper tendom; one is 
gambling, and the other is cigarette 
smoking. It is at the watering places 
that women find the opportunity to bet, 
for at Saratoga and Long Branch the 
gambling-houses are in full blast 
everywhere, and in both these resorts 
the vice can be indulged in with im- 
punity. In Saratoga there are 
about 20 houses where gambling in all 
its pular forms is carried on. 
The illegal practice gives an impetus 
to business, and it is a well-under- 
stood thing that the gamblers have 
the protection of the courts, the police 
and above all publicsentiment. Asa 
consequence, the best seats at the pub- 
lic tables in the fashionable hotels are 
usurped by professionable gamblers, 
who, with their overdre female 
companions, make it very disagreeable 
for people of non-spurting proclivities. 
Long Branch is also the stamping- 
ground of: the gambler, and in both 
places not only the men but the 
women are seen at the clubrooms. 
The latter, it is true, go in a somewhat 
sub rosa fashion, but they are there, 
all the same, and risk their money as 
recklessly as the men. The female 
votary of chance is, however, some- 
what more cautious than he of the 
male sex, and if she is shrewd, she 
8 gets some man to liquidate 
er debts and give her a fresh start. 
There are also games of poker in se- 
cluded parlors, and here in town as 
well as at the watering places, where 
one may easily win or lose a few hun- 
dreds in the course of an evening. 
Perbaps one of the most favored 
modes of gambling among women is 
betting on the racecourse. There are 
sev women who never miss a horse- 


race, and go down, in the season, reg» 


ularly to Jerome Park, Monmouth 
and pahead Bay. Many of them 
are the usual flashy crowd, who fre- 
qe’ laces, while others are quietly 

— and apparently respectable 
women who like the excitement, and 
at the same time enjoy domg a little 
quiet stroke of business. At the Mon- 
mouth racecourse lately, a young 
lady, the daughter of a wealthy 
broker, went to work as 
systematically as a veteran book- 
— She often consulted with a 
well-known tough as to how she should 
place her money, and this was done 
without the slightest pretext of secrecy, 
justasif it were an ordinary every- 
day transaction. Many of these women 
make enough to supply themselves 
with extravagances that they could not 
otherwise afford. and appear to think

Displayed 
in the shop windows of many of the 
large jewelry establishments are tiny 
little jeweled and amber-mounted 
ipes, which are used as cigarette- 
olders by the fair sex, for women, as 
a rule, detest to get tobacco on their 
lips. The gem-incrusted holder is now 
almost as common a preseat from a 
gentleman as are the jeweled garter- 
clasps so much in vogue.

CHICAGO, Sept. 4.—[Correspondence 
of Tux Torres} What are the best 
montas for oranges in the Chicago 
markets?“ 1 asked the firm of Pea- 
cock & Evans,in South Water street, 
today. |

This answer, coming from a house 
that handles more lemons than any 
house in America, west of New York, 
and, with, perhaps, three exceptions, 
more oranges also, I thought it best to 
follow up this question, with a view of 
tting a few items on citrus fruits, 


at might be of benefit. to your read- 
ers. 
The senior mem of the firm (W. 


H. Peacock) has n in the fruit 
trade exclusively in Chicago for the 
pe 22 years. I have known him for 

5 years, and believe him to be as well 
posted in foreign fruits as any man in 
America. 

The result of the interview is a sort 
of revelation to me, and the statistics, 
together with the firm’s reason why 
Southern California is to be the future 
orange-producing country of America, 
and, perhaps, the world, are so cogent 
that I give them, as nearly verbatim 
as possible. The amount of oranges 
consumed in America last year was 
nearly 7,000,000 boxes, as follows: 


Jamaica and orto Rico, 125,000 
barrels, 360 to barrel. 250,000 
Louisiana. 3.500.000 
420, or two boxes to 348,00.) 
Kodi, Naples and 150 
2008038 


Ot these the Jamaica and Porto Rico 
arrive about the last of August and 
last until about the Ist of December, 
and are about the only orauges in mar- 
ket during that time. Referring to 
their books, they received last year the 
firat car of oranges from Florida on 
October 29th, and the last car from 
there on February 25th follewing. The 
bulk of Floridas come in December 
and January, and a few scattering 
cars probably arriving in Chicago after 
February 25th. 

The first car from California arrived 
(last season’s crop) February 25th, 
same day the last car arrived from 
Florida. There were Oalifornia 
oranges here until way along in July. 

The Valencia oranges commence 
coming in December, the Sicily along 
in January and February, but really 
don’t come sweet until about last of 
April or first of May. 

Of all the oranges, which do you con- 
sider the best as to flavor?’’ 

“It lies between. the Floridas 
and Californias. In our estimation 
the Florida is the best flavored— 
at least would be if it came 
in orange season. Instead, however, it 
comes at the season when all other

Then they were still a luxury, 
now almost a necessity. Yet, with this 
enormous increase in consumption, the 
price has not gone down. — 2 
sold higher the past year than they did 
six years ago. 

„Sicily and Valencia shipments don’t 
seem to increase any, yet we tuke all 
they can spare us. The result is they 
have either reached the limit in pro- 
duction or else the European demand 
has kept pace with the increased pro- 


Remember this, the home market in 
America alone must inevitably grow 
very fast from now out. Sixty million 

ople will in the next ten vears pro- 

uce new mouths almost as fast as new 
orange blossoms appeur. 

“So you can readily seeif the demand 
increases as fast in the next ten years 
ill take 20,- 
000,000 or 30,000,000 boxes to fill the 
orders, 

Another advan California has 
over all other countries: She is nearer 
the consumers in the great West and 
Northwestern States and Territories, 
where little, if any, fruitis grown. It 
is sufe to say two-thirds of all the 
oranges received in Chicago last year 


were shipped west and northwest. 


» “What California wants is lower 
freights, so she can compete with and 
drive out foreign oranges. There is 

ractically no competition between 
lorida and California. The fruit from 
the latter comes aiter the former is all 
gone. As it is now, we can lay a box of or- 
anges down in Chicago from Sicily, 

5000 miles away, for 15 cents less than 
we can from Los Angeles—a little 
over one-third the distance. But 
freights will adjust themselves in time. 
As we view it, the California growers 
have a great future before them. They 
are just being discovered, as it were. 
If they only keep up their grades and 
don’t get careless in packing, they will 
soon drive out all foreign fruit, both 
green and dried.“
